The  Fayetteville  High  School  Football  Bulldogs  for  the  second  year  under  the  guidance  of 
Coach  John  Paty  turned  out  a  successful  season,  winning  three  and  losing  three  in  the  conference. 
This  was  the  best  a  Fayetteville  football  team  had  done  in  a  decade.  Bowling  over  all  non-con- 
ference opponents,  the  Bulldogs  ended  the  season  with  six  wins  and  three  losses,  plus  a  loss  to 
Greensboro  in  a  post-season  game.  The  highlight-  of  the  season  were  the  defeats  of  Durham  and 
Wilson,  teams  that  had  triumphed  over  the  Bulldogs  in  the  last  several  years. 

Co-Captain  Marshall  Tatum  led  the  scoring  parade  this  year  with  60  points  followed  by  Jimmy 
Dunnagan  with  36  points  and  Johnny  Crawford  who  tallied  24  points.  The  line  was  led  by  Co-Captain 
Jack  Woodell,  Johnny  Ruskell,  Bobby  McRainey,  and  Sam  Lutterloh.  Tatum,  Ruskell  and  Lut- 
terloh made  honorable  mention  All-Star  at  the  close  of  the  season  while  Tatum  and  Lutterloh  were 
selected  to  play  in  the  Shriner's  Game  in  Charlotte.  Tatum  made  a  fine  showing  for  Fayetteville  in 
the  game  by  throwing  a  touchdown  pass  to  put  the  game  on  ice  for  North  Carolina.  Lutterloh 
could  not  participate  because  he  was  a  Junior.  The  Morning  Sun.  newspaper  in  Wilmington,  se- 
lected Jimmy  Dunnagan  all-eastern  conference  wingback.  Dunnagan  was  the  boy  who  played  such 
a  good  game'  in  Wilmington,  and  at  the  close  of  the  season  chosen  by  all  the  football  boys,  the 
Most  Valuable  Player  of  the  year.  Woodell  and  Tatum  were  both  offered  scholarships  to  Clemson 
College  for  their  fine  play  throughout  the  year  in  football.

The  Fayetteville  High  School  Track  Team  of  1943  was  paced  by  the  captain,  Donald 
Clayton,  who  was  practically  a  track  team  by  himself.  In  the  State  Meet  Fayetteville 
finished  second  with  30M>  points.  Durham  captured  the  meet  with  a  score  of  48  points. 

Clayton  set  a  new  State  record  in  the  high  jump  with  a  jump  of  6'  1/16".  He  came 
in  first  in  the  discus  with  a  throw  of  108  ft.  placed  second  in  the  pole  vault  and  broad 
jump  for  a  total  of  16  points,  high  score  in  the  meet  for  an  individual.  Leslie  Sessoms 
placed  first  in  the  javelin  with  a  toss  of  165  ft.,  followed  by  Earl  Smith  with  a  toss  of  161 
ft.  Sessoms  also  placed  second  in  the  discus  to  score  8  points.  Dick  Hart  placed  third  in 
the  880,  Elwood  Berry  tied  for  fourth  in  the  pole  vault,  and  Jack  Woodell  placed  fourth 
in  the  shot  put  to  round  out  Fayetteville's  points. 

In  the  duel  meet  at  Durham,  the  Bulldogs  defeated  the  State  Champions  by  a  score 
of  68-54.  Clayton  entered  10  events,  placed  first  in  nine  of  them,  and  second  in  the  other 
one.  This  was  a  total  of  48  points,  thought  by  many  a  world's  record  in  high  school. 
Sessoms  collected  a  total  of  12  points  for  the  day,  while  Hart  scored  2,  Smith  made  1, 
Dunnagan  made  1,  Berry  made  1,  Crawford  made  1,  and  Johnson  made  1  to  finish  the 
scoring  for  Fayetteville.
